Nebo: Career Ladder 
Program Gains OK

to apply for the higher levels this 
year. 

Tenured teachers who are not 
accepted into either of the higher 
levels will receive their tradi- 
tional salaries and be considered 
Level Two teachers. 

Teachers with five years of 
experience, two of which must be 
in the Nebo School District, are 
elegible to apply for Levels Three 
and Four in the career ladder 
program. 

Each school within the district 
has been assigned a quota for the 
number of teachers which can be 
assigned to Level Three. 

Level Three teachers must be 
"willing and qualified to take on 
additional responsibilities directly 
related to the improvement of 
teaching," such as coaching new 
teachers, developing curriculum 
or conducting workshops. They 
will receive an extra $1,000 per 
year. 

Teachers who qualify for Level 
Four must have ‘‘excellent teach- 
ing skills and ability to help other 
teachers improve their teaching 


effectiveness." These teachers . 


will be assigned to work within 
the entire district, but “16 is not 
intended that they become in- 
volved in administrative work,” 
according to the report submitted 
to the state school board. 

Quotas for Level Four were 
established based on academic 
areas rather than individual 
Schools. Among secondary 
schools, for example, one Level 
Four teacher will be selected for 
each of 14 academic areas in the 
district (such as math, science, 


social studies, etc.) and three wil 
be chosen from vocational educa 
tion. 

Level Four teachers will re 
ceive an extra $1,000 per year ап! 
a 15-day contract extension. 

Applications to Levels Thre 
and Four will be made to distric 
supervisors, who will channel al 
applications to a committee o 
administrators, teachers and par 
ents. 

All applicants must then b: 
approved by the school board. 

Maughan says many teacher 
are concerned about the evalua 
tion process. 

“Evaluation in this district ha 
not been as good as it should hav 
been and could have been. Ther 
are going to be a lot of feeling 
hurt.” 

Goodrich says the district hope 
to assign teachers to Level Fou 
next month. Assignments to Leve 
Three will be made in September 

That will give teachers wh 
applied unsuccessfully for Leve 
Four the opportunity to apply fo 
Level Three, he says.
